Moscow Doesn't Expect War 


Russia has not yet joined the anti-ag- 
gression line-up, and London reported on 
Monday that Moscow had declined to join 
on the terms suggested by Britain—what- 
ever these may have been exactly. 

Russia is in the fortunate , position 
that the guarantees given to Poland and 
Rumania are also guarantees of its secur- 
ity against attack by the aggressors. Po- 
land and Rumania screen its western 
front, and Herr Hitler's long-planned in- 
vasion of the Ukraine could only be 
launched by an attack upon one country 
or the other. With its territory already 
safeguarded in this way, Russia is in posi- 
tion to make terms for adhering to the 
pact. Nor, considering the poker meth- 
ods by which European countries nego- 
tiate their relationships, is it to be blamed 
for framing terms to suit its own inter- 
ests—both in Europe and the Orient. 
Knight errantry has gone out of fashion 
in international affairs. 

What cannot be doubted is that should 
the aggressors launch war against either 
of the intervening states and seem likely 
to get the better of it, Russia could no 
longer hesitate or hold out for terms. 
This Stalin well knows, and while he is 
making use of his present opportunity to 
barter, his aloofness is reassuring rather 
than disquieting as to the outlook for | 
peace. If he believed war was imminent 
he could not afford to hold off.

Perhaps the Delay Was Welcome 


Fogs and ice-bergs are no respecters 
of persons or programs. Fortunately 
that was remembered by those who ar- 
ranged the Royal journey to Canada, and 
they allowed nine days for the Atlantic 
crossing which the liner can ordinarily 
make in six. Evidentiy a leasurely cruise 
was contemplated in any case, and it 
transpired that the three days’ grace were 
not sufficient. As a result the visit to 
Ottawa had to be cut in half in order that 
the remainder of the schedule should not 
be thrown out of hitch. The delay will 
therefore not dislocate arrangements 
made for the itinerary across the Domin- 
jon and back, and for the visit to the 
United States. 

So far as the King and Queen were 
concerned, the experience of being mar- 
ooned on a comfortable steamer may not 
have been altogether unwelcome, though 
they will not say so. The Royal tour has 
been described, in humor but not without 
serious significance, as a ‘Royal torture”. 
To most people the prospect of travelling [ 
to and fro across the continent in a 
month, preceded and surrounded by 
guards and safeguards, with halts for of- 
ficial welcomes and popular demonstra- 
tions, would seem more like a punishment 
than a holiday. Thanks to the fog and 
ice, Their Majesties had a couple of extra 
days of quiet “far from the maddening 
throng’’—at the expense of spending two 
days less in the sweltering weather Ot- 
tawa usually stages about this time of 
the year. Who shall blame them if they 
feel only the measure of regret that po- 
liteness requires? 


Eventually, Why Not Now? 


It is estimated that $500,000 would 
complete the Edmonton-Jasper highway 
up to the standard required to meet the | 
somewhat exacting demands of motor | 
tourists. The job could be finished this | 
summer, or enough done to ensure its 
completion by the time the tourist season 
will open in 1940. The importance of this 
is that the Lake Louise highway may be 
finished late this fall, and will in any case 
be open for tourists next year. Unless the 


Jasper-Edmonton road is by that time 
completed, the tourists who follow the | 
mountain highway north from Lake 


Louise wil! in the great majority prefer 
to double back on their tracks rather than 
make the return trip by way of Edmon- 
ton.

The Provincial Gov- 
ernment is prepared to contribute $200,- 
000 more if the Dominion will donate a 
like amount; thus providing for the com- 
pletion of the road. As the Dominion is 
responsible for operating the national 
parks, and has contributed heavily to 
highway approaches to other parks, it will 
be mistaken economy if this offer is not 
accepted. At best it is only a question of 
doing the work now, or next year or the 
year after. Why delay, and lose the ad- 
vantages from the standpoint of drawing 
tourist traffic to Jasper? 


Editorial Notes 

District highways in Alberta are to be 
made and improved this year, as last, un- 
der a revised type of the old “statute 
labor” plan. The Provincial Government 
will put up $250,000 for the purpose and 
the municipalities will be asked to allow 
residents to work off $500,000 taxes. 
For each $2 taxes thus paid by labor, the 
taxpayer will get $1 in cash from the 
Government grant. Apparently the plan 
was found to work satisfactorily last 
year, since it is being employed again. 


One Alberta member told parliament 
the initial wheat price scheme was a plan 
on the part of Hon. J. G. Gardirer to 
benefit Saskatchewan at the expense of 
Alberta. By what curious process of 
reasoning he reached the conclusion is not 
explained, and probably does not matter. 
The working maxim of some opposition 
groups at Ottawa is to never credit the 
Government with a worthy motive if a 
bad one can be thought of. 


The Commons on Saturday gave final 
approval to the bill setting the initial 
price for wheat sold to the wheat board 
at 70 cents per bushel. Just to provide for 
possible contingencies it would be a good 
idea to also adopt the suggestion of Mr. 
Motherwell, and give the Government 
power to raise the initial price if anything 
should occur to radically disturb the pres- 
ent price-balance, an outbreak of war for 
instance. 


It would be highly appropriate, as sug- 
gested by the civic bylaws committee, to 
switch the names of Portage avenue and 
Kingsway, so that the latter title would 
attach to the two-mile stretch of paved 
street over which the Royal procession 
will pass twice during the visit of Their 
Majesties to the city. It is equally fit- 
ting that the beautiful little space oppo- 
site the National Railways depot should 
be christened “Queen’s Park.” Perhaps 
the influence of the name would help to 
revive interest in the original intention to 
make this a much larger “breathing 
place” than it now is.

| Taxes Are Poor Economy 


Canadian tax exemptions on profits used 
for expansion or plant improvement, thus en- 
couraging work creating activities, earns com- 
mendation among United States students of the 
economics of taxation 

The Brookings Institution and Fortune Maga- 
zine, in independent studies, agree in their con- 
clusion that it is not the size of the tax burden 
that is holding up recovery, but the kind of 
taxes, 

Everybody agrees that the best way to solve 
the tax problem is to eliminate the particular 
taxes which bear most heavily on him. 

But with taxes, as with tariffs, it is dangerous 
to frame a system as a haphazard balance be- 
tween conflicting claims of individual interests, 
Only the most disinterested study on the highest 
plane will produce results. 

Both these investigators agree that present 
taxes, at least in their country, tend to keep 
money from flowing into new investment enter- 
prises.—Calgary Albertan. 


Not Alberta: This Is London 


Reginald McKenna, chairman of The Midland 
Bank, a recent Chancellor of the Exchequer, and 
One of the high panjandrums of British finance, 
is all up on his ear with Montagu Norman, gov- 
ernor of the Bank of England. And McKenna 
talks to Norman in such language as we might 
expect to hear directed from Edmonton at the 
Bank of Canada. ¢ 

Says McKenna to Norman that the Bank of 
England, by secret application of a policy of in- 
flation, has put skids under the stock market, 
in witness whereof he points to its being deeper 
in the dumps than it was at the former low when 
the Fuehrer was threatening war, just before the 
Munich conference. Cheap money, says he— 
there isn't any. And even for the money it will 
have to borrow for those vital armaments the 
Government will have to pay more. 

There are times when®restriction of the flow 
of money is necessary, but The Midland Bank 
Review says this is not one of those times be- 
cause the financial position of the country is 
sound and the export of gold has not yet created 
a serious position, And Mr. McKenna’s Midland 
Bank, presenting its compliments to Mr. Nor- 
man’s Bank of England hopes its policy may be 
“nothing more than another temporary aberra- 
tion from the course of wisdom and self- 
interest."—Calgary Albertan.

The Passing Show 


By J. 8S. COWPER 


“Slow but sure” seems a new work-theory 
when applied to poets. Usually they are pictured 
as working—like Lowell when he wrote The 
Vision of Sir Launfal—in an ecstacy of poetic 
fervor. The long narrative poem of the knight 
who sought in vain for the Holy Grail—then 

found it in the wine cup he 
HE'S WRITING had given the leper—was 
A MASTERPIECE written in two days. Every 
columnist will soon be quot- 
ing the opening line of the early stanza that says: 
And what is so rare as a day in June? 
Then, if ever, come perfect days; 
Then Heaven tries the earth if it be in tune, 
And over it softly her warm ear lays 

The great American epic poem is in process 
of being written at the rate of three lines a day. 
John G. Neihardt, former literary editor and 
short story writer, gave up magazine work a few 
years ago to devote himself to writing, at three 
lines a day, the great epic poem of the west. 

It will be 15,100 lines long—longer than 
Virgil's “Aeneid,” which celebrates the glory of 
Rome and of the Julian house. Most of it is now 
written, It will be in five sections, each called a 
“song*—The Song of Three Friends; The Song 
of Hugh Glass; The Song of Judge Smith; The 
Song of the Indian Wars and The Song of the 
Messiah. 

Neihardt is no crank. As a boy he lived in the 
West when it was barely out of the frontier stage, 
Saved soap wrappers to get volumes of Browning 
and Tennyson, read Virgil in the original at 15, 
and at 30 learned Greek to read Homer and 
Aeschylus in Greek, He knows the types of 
whom he writes, and had won success as editor 
and writer before he decided to write the great 
poem of the West. He is a perfectionist and be- 
lieves he can do better by concentrating on three 
perfect lines a day than by working in a frenzy.

Everybody thinks water rushes in a solid stream 
from a faucet; a stroboscope at the Fair shows 
that the stream consists of large drops separated 
by as much as an inch, and changing shape 
rhythmically as they fall, The Yale Lock ex- 
hibit discloses that the founder of the company 
got the idea from a hardwood lock 4,000 years 
old. It was made in Egypt and after 3,000 years 
of service was placed by the Crusaders, in 1099, 
on the west gate of the enclosure to the Holy 
Sepulchre at Jerusalem. Eight hundred years 
later it came into possession of the Yale family. 
It is now on exhibition at the Fair, enclosed in 
a glass case. It is a pin lock with the pins on a 
wooden key, like a steel brush. It took the slick 
Yankee to see a fortune in manufacturing a pin 
lock, based on the 4,000-year-old Egyptian lock.

In 1914 Germany plunged 
Europe into war for the technical reason that a 
crazed youth in Sarajevo had shot the Austrian 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand word 
that the Nazis have accomplished the death of the 
Archduke’s son, Duke Ernst Hohenberg, in a 
concentration camp at Wei- 
mar. Walking home from a 
midnight party in Vienna in 
January of last year, the Duke 
felt very annoyed at seeing an illuminated 
Swastika sign over the German Reichsbank. He 
hurled his umbrella at it. 

A pro-Nazi who witnessed the act, reported 
it to Nazi officials. The Duke was taken to a 
police station, but released on proving his iden- 
tity. Next day the Duke, who was in his early 
thirties, paid for the damage and called at the 
German Legation to present his apologies to the 
German Ambassador, Franz von Papen. 

Three months later, Hitler sent his troops 
into Germany. The Duke was a marked man He 
was promptly arrested and thrown into a con- 
centration camp. 

There are two Czech flyers the Gestapo would 
like to lay hands on. They were ordered to pilot 
two fast army planes from Oelmutz to Munich 
last week. Tanks were filled, and two German 
airmen were ready to step aboard to escort the 
fliers. Suddenly the Czechs turned on the Ger- 
mans, breaking a leg of one of them in the 
scuffle. Then they took to the air towards Po- 
land though they had fuel enough to reach 
France. 

It was the younger Masaryk who said “Thére 
are eight million Czechs. It be God help the 
Germans if trouble starts.”

He had hoped to paint a rhapsody 
about the beauties of spring--about 
flowers beginning to peep forth in 
their shy beauty, birds singing in 
the fields, the glory of the radiant 
sunset over the bronzed plains, and 
the wheat problem which had just 
emerged from another dismal ses- 
sion in the house of commons.

He recalled that no scientist had 
ever sold for personal profit a dis- 
covery designed to ameliorate the 
heritage of stricken humanity | 

He called teachers members of 
“the noblest profession.” 

He believed that agricultural stu- 
dents could do their part in pre- 
venting this land of promise from 
becoming a distressed area. | 


NOBLER THINGS 

He whispered a warning to law 
graduates that iaw was destined for 
nobler things than to be the hand- 
maiden of big business, 

He expected that all who loved 
books, and he hoped that meant) 
everyone, would never forego the 
spirit in which authentic books, 
which are the notations of the hu- 
man heart, should be studied. 

He recalled that Hazlitt refused 
to envy a wealtny man who owned 
many paintings; rather should 
the wealthy man envy Hazlitt’s 
capacity to appreciate them.
